THE PARAGUAYAN WAR.

THE ABSAULT OF CURUPAITY.
Omolal Reports of the Terrible Hepulse
of the Allled Army and Fleot om Sep-

tember 23,

Yesterday, at ballpast 11 A. M, after the
squadron had, with a heavy and well-directed
cannonade, bombarded the fort and hmes of
fortifications of Corupaity trom 7 o'clock to that
hour, according to our combination with Vice-
Admiral the Visconde de Tamandare, at the
mwoment when the iron-clads Brazil, Taman-

, and Barroso forced the stockade under a

very heavy fire from the enemy's battery, the
two columns of attack and one of reserve of my
command, which were awaitiug this moment in
eonvenient positions, recelved orders to sl vance,
the left column directing its attack on the
extreme right of the enemy's intrenchment,

where the battery of Curupnity 15 established,
and the second column st tbe centre of the
same intrenchment, At the same time a colamnp
of Argentine Inlantry, having in reserve another,
wdvanced upon the enemy's extreme left,

The at was vigorous, obliging the enemy
to abandon hix first line of inwenchments,
which consisied of & ditch of nine feet width
and seven feet depith, with n corresponding
paIrpgt garnished with field artillery, which
retived,

Having transpassed this first obstucle nnder a
shower of grape which was thrown from a great
number of sixty-elght and thicty-two pounders, |
it was Inipossible to astain the oentre of the |
second line of defense, which coonsisted of hign
parapeta with a ditch of eighteen feet wiath aoid
fifteen feet depth, at whose ends they had raised
the ground and construcied on them two strong
bloex-houses, bristling, like all the rest of the
hine, with heavy nrt.ﬁiery. an overflowed bot-

tom, rendered insu ble by abattises placed |
in l'.ham, existing between the two intrench. |
mwents,

In presence, then, of so many and such power-
ful obstacles, It was impossible to carry by as
sault so strong u position, in which the enemy
had concentrated the greater part of his forees,
Even go, according to the information I have,
more than forty brave men penetrated into the |
fort of Curupaity, and gol posses<ion of four
pieces of cannon, but who, ns wns to be ex-
pected, were victims to thelr patriotie daring,

As poon ns | have knowledee ol their numes,
whicti I am undertaking to ascertain, | will
send them to your Excellency, that not only
these but other acts of trne sbuegation may not
remain without recompense.

The Argentine column encountering the same |
insuperable difficulties in ite attack, notwith-
standing the gallantry with, which it advanced, |
in accord with General Jitre [ ordered a re- |

. treat, which was effecte” m good order, carry-
ing m not only our wou .Aed, but also our dead,
without a single one of the enemy daring to go
out of his hne to(rln- us @ shot. although bis
artillery fire ceased only at halt-past 3, when
the forces covering our retreat were oot of
range.

According to a note shown me by General

THE NAVY—ADMIRAL TAMANDARE'S REPORT. |

COurvzy, Beptember 24, 1866, — At seven A, M, |
the iron-clans Bakia and Lima Barros steamed
up o sight of the lfort of Curupaity and opened
fire, while the iron-cleds Brazil, Barroso, and
Tamandare three wooden vessels, two bomb ves: |
sels, and three armed flats, bombarded the works
from a position unexposeci to the enemy's direcl

At cight the enemy wos keeping up a heavy
srtillery tire upon the marching columns of the

army.

At midday the stockade was forced by the |
iron-clads Brazil, Barroso, aud 7amandare,
which placed themselves in & position to throw
grape on the enemy's battary, while the iron-
claas Lima Barros and Balia and the Parna-
hyba, Beberibe, snd Mage, placed obliquely te it,
tried to dismount his cannon, composed of six
@8-pounders and some §2s,

then ordered all the fire to conveirge on the
fort, as the stormers were already advancing,
and the artillery and muosketry fires were gene-
ral along all the intrenchment., At three the
very heavy fire of Paraguayan urtillery con-
tinved, and the allied arm r had not yet obtained
any advantage. Genpersls Mitre and Porto-
Alegre then resolved ro effect the retreat of the
two armies to their positions at Curuzu. The
fort of L‘-urugﬂllt directed iis tire on the ships at
the side of the Gran Chaco from mid-day, snd
principally on the iron-clads Brasil and Taman
dare, which had the starboard platine seriously
damaged. Some plates were broken, many
bolts sfarted, and the backing of wood on the
came side of their onsemutes gravely shaken,
Two 88-pounders were dismounted on the Brazil,
and a great number of balls entered the ports In
their cazcmates, causing the damage and
wounds stated In the included reports:—Brazil
seven wounded; Tamandare, one killed and
four wounded; Liéma Barros, two wounded;
Bahia, two wounded; Barroso, three wounded,
TLe other iron-clads had no demuges worth
consideration,

In the condition of these &hips after the re.
tiring of the army, she position occupied by
them about the stockade was very difficalt to
maintuin, therefore | ordered the squadron to
retire in order to the positions oceupled pre.
viously. Three sixty-eight pounders in tne
battery of Curupaity were dismounted by the
squadron.

She
Lad three men slightly wounded—one inside the
tower by & sphnter from a ball which groaved
above the right gun.

The appararus Axed 10 the Tamandare by My,
Tombs for preventing the explosion of torpe-
does, there had been no opportunity to try.
The Admiral does notaoprove of nets in o0 wide
ariver as the Paracuay, which’ is there geven
hundred yards wide, and besides the danger of
breaking and entanghng in the screws of the
vessels, they required to be fastened to the bank
which was in poseession of the enemy, He pre-
ferred keeping boats out to drag the torpedoes
away. Twenty were thus prevented from ex
ploding near the vedsels,

ITMPARTIAL SUFFRAGE.,

The Barrogo

Mr., Johason's Opinton—His Difference
with Congress-An Authorized State-
ment,

Sufirage should be conferred by the States,
that right being guaranteed to each Stute by
the Constitution. Andrew Johngon is n favor
of quaulified suflrage in Tennessee as u citizen of
that State. He authorized us, in behalf of the
Chiet Executive of the vation, to urge qualified
suflrage lor three clasges of colorsd men ol this
District. in April last, and st his suggestion we
renewed the proposition again in July, only
about ene week betore Congress adjourned. We
took special pains to nouty several radical Sens-
tors and Representatives who were anxious
inquirers on the subject, that the President was
in favor of the plan proposed in the Kepublican,
The radicnle were alraud to touch the question
wnd went home to their several Btates and
blackguarded the President, and declared.that
he was opposed to extending the right of suf-
frage to the black man.

Andrew Johnsgon is in favor of more for the
black man in Teunessge, ss a citizen of that
Siate; he suggested Lo Governor Sharkey, of
Mississippl, more for the colored men of that
state, nnd requested and authorized us to urge
upon Congress, at the last session, more for the
colored men of this Digirict than Charles Sum-
ner, or Henry Wilton, or soy other Coneress.
man of Massachuseits ever urged for the colored
men of thelr State,

No colored man who fonegbt in the Union
army, or who owns property, no matter how
much, can vote in Massachusetts unless he can
read and write, President Johnson goes beyond
that, He lsin favor of granting sufrage to all
eolored men, wherever the Constitution gives
him the power to do it, who can read snd write,
or who served honorably in the Union army, or
who owne property to the extent of two hun-
dred and filty dollars and upward.

The omly difference between the President
und Congress ig, that the former belleves that,
under the Constitution, each State has the right
to settle the question of suffrage for itsell.
Congress assumes the right to impoge it upon
the Btates, Constitotion or no Constitution,—

He had been in one of the hotels at
Seymour during the evening, If our memory
rerves s right, awaiting the arrivgl of the train
going east on the Ohlo sod Mississippl Railroad,

there, but taking & large suw of money, which
he bad upon his pereon. This was the last seen
of him alive,

On Thureday last the body of Mr. Woodman-
se was found in White river, not very lar
brlow the old village of Rockford. The head
was severed fromw the trank, and a strong twine
cord, to which was attached s heavy stone, was
mude fast to that part of the neck leit and tor
the body. The string had cut deeply into the
neck. ‘I‘he body, although much decayed, bore
the marks of terrible mutilation, inflicted upon
